Washington, D. C., Oct. C.—Fifteen 


KGW inaictments \verc returned in the 
postal cases by the Federal Grand 
Juiy jesterday aflernoon. Mosl of the 
bills were against men who have here- 
loiore escaped the dragnet, but who 
were expected to be caught before the 
investigation ended. The grand jury, 
alter making its report, adjourned, and 
no further indictments are looked for. 
In other words, the inquiry, which be- 
gan last March and has resulted in 
such 
sensational 
developments, is 


practically closed. Next will come the 
trials of the accused, and these uill 
begin this month. 


The men indicted are James N. Tyn- 


er, former Assistant Attorney-General 
for the PostofGC'e Department, who 
was summarily dismissed from 
office 


several months ago when his wife rifled 
the safe in his office; Harrison J. Bar- 
ictt of Baltimore, who is General 
Tvner's nephew, and who served un- 
der him for three or four years, retir- 
ing to practice before the Postoffice 
Department in 1900; James T. Metcalf, 
former Superintendent of the Money 
Order Division, who was 
dismissed 


lecause^-he insisted— on awarding a 
contract for blanks to the second in- 
stead of the lowest bidder; Metcalf's 
son, Norman, who was employed by 
the 
Wynckoop-Hallenbeck- Crawford 


Company of New York, which Metcalf 
sought to favor, unduly, as alleged; 
W. D. Doremus, who is charged with 
conspiracy with George W Beavers, 
formerly Superintendent of the Sala- 
ries and Allowances Disision, who has 
l.een indicted again; W. Scott Towers, 
former Superintendent of a postal sub- 
station in this city, who was dismissed 
irom office last week: State Senator 
George E. Green of New York; Harry 
C. Hallenbeck, of the company pre- 
viously mentioned, and August W. 
Machen. 


Concerning the indictment against 


Tyner and Barrett the followinc State- 
ment was made by the Postoffice De- 
partment: 


"Three indictments charge Tyner 


and Barrett with conspiracy, and two 
additional indktmonts charge Barrett 
with agreeing, while still in office, to 
receive fees for services rendered or to 


be rendered in cases pending beforfl 
him as an officer. 


"All the indictments are founded up- 


on the treatment by Tyner and Bar- 
ictt of the business of the so-called 
bond investment companies. 


"It is charged that it was the duty 


of Tyuer and Barrett, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General and Assistant Attorney 
for the Postoffice Department, to inves- 
tigate the methods of concerns charged1 
with improper use of the mails, and in 
case o£ guilt to report to the Postmas- 
ter-General and recommend the issue 
of a fraud order; that in this connec- 
tion they investigated the business of 
the bond investment companies and 
learned that they were all carrying on 
a business that involved fraud or lot- 
tery or both; but that instead of rec- 
ommending to the Postmaster-General 
the issuance of an order that would 
prevent the delivery of mail or t the 
payment of money orders to those 
concerns and would thus break up 
their business, Tyner and Barrett con- 
spired to give them unobstructed use 
of the mails in order that Barrett 
might profit thereby. 


"It is charged that Barrett had en- 


tered into an agreement with jl H. 
Nelms, of the Baltimore bar, for a 
partnership in law, to become effec- 
tive January 1, 1901, the object being 
to share in the profits- which might 
arise from representing bond invest- 
ment concerns before the 
Postbffice 


Department; that in pursuance of con- 
piracy with Tyner, Barrett investi- 
;ated the schemes of the concerns,' and 
wrote and signed the report thereon;1 
that this report "declared the business 
in its existing form to be illegal * and 
aot entitled to the use of the mails, 
but that its basic principle was sound, 
and that it could be made over so as 
to be legal; and that Tyner and'Bar- 
rett procurred the signature of the 
Postmaster-General to a letter written, 
>y Barrett, stating that a reasonable 
time would be given to those compa- 
nies for making over their business;) 
during which time their use of the 
mails would not be interrupted. 


"It is charged that this-opinion was 


printed at the Government 
expense 


and sent to every known' company 
with a circular letter to each, stating 
that the business of ' that company 
was illegal; that at about the- same 
time, December, 1900, Barrett Bent to 
each company an announcemehtrthat 
he had resigned his position-and en-" 
tered into a partnership for the nrac- 
ice of law at Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. The purpose of the conspiracy 
s alleged to be the sending of busi- 
ness to Barrett's firm—especially as 
the opinion gave no instructions as to 
the proper way of, making over the 
contracts, but shdwed' that Barrett 
knew how it was to be done. In pur- 
suance of this conspiracy it Is alleged 
hat Tyner and Barrett refused to con- 
sider or approve new contracts sub- 
mitted prior to the time Barrett re- 
tired except for the one or two con- ' 
:erns that had already retained his 
services. 


"The indictments cite specific cases 


n which Barrett, while still in office, 
sought or agreed to receive fees, or in 
which, after Barrett retired, Tyner re- 
:erred clients to him and 
approved 


iew contracts at his suggestion with- 
out even reading them over." 


The principal charge against Tyner 


and Barrett is that of misconduct In 
'/ffice in obstructing and preventing 
the due and orderly administration of 
the law. It is said that there were 
no less than 80 of the socalled bond in- 
vestment companies to which the 
opinion of the department was sent, 
ogether with the .circular intimating 
hat Barrett's sen-ices as attorney 
could be secured.
